The  continued  U.S.  involve- 
ment in  the  Middle  East  has  brought  with  it 
unprecedented  censorship  which  Ixis  been 
deplored  by  many  respected  journalists.  The 
net  result  of  this  has  been  blatant  manipula- 
tion of  American  public  opinion. 

You  may  or  may  not  agree  with  or  believe 
everything  you  hear  on  KPFT  90.1  FM,  but  you 
have  to  admit  Pacifica/KPFT  stands  alone  In 
broadcasting  a  diversity  of  opinion  about  this 
latest  war.  Coverage  of  the  peace  move- 
ment Is  also  important  to  Pacifica  as 
coverage  of  the  war  and  its  resolution. 
KPR  is  involved  in  Pacifica's  Morning  Report  - 
The  War  and  Peace  Watch,  as  a  contributor. 
Although  our  resources  are  much  more 
limited  than  the  other  Pacifkxi  stations  we 
have  been  able  to  contribute  several  pieces 
and  look  fonvard  to  doing  more.  You  can 
hear  the  new  program  after  the  BBC  News  at 
S-.oa  a.m. 

Pacifica  is  Involved  with  the  Center  for 
Constttutbnal  Rights  in  their  lav«uit  challeng- 
ing the  'poor  news  coverage  rules.  We 
believe  firmly  In  the  U.S.  Constitution  and  that 
these  rights  should  not  be  abridged  under 
any  circumstances.  In  times  of  war,  the 
discretion  used  by  news  orgonizaftons  in 
reporting  troop  movements  and  sensitive 
operations  has  traditionalty  not  caused 
national  security  problems.  The  American 
commitment  to  truth  and  the  so-called 
objectivity  of  the  media  are  severely 
challenged. 


In  a  recent  talk  I  gave  to  a  local  high  school, 
I  was  surprised  to  learn  that  many  students 
believe  that  the  govemr^ent  Is  telling  us  'all 
we  need  to  krww"  that  if  they  are  not  telling 
us  part  of  the  truth ,  then  *we  don't  need  to 
know  that."  this  mind  set  is  frightening  to  nne.  I 
think  the  Bill  of  Rights  authors  would  be 
shocked  that  our  intellectual  devetopment 
has  not  kept  pace  with  the  devebpment  of 
our  medki  and  rrtiftary  technotogy. 

Sometimes  I  think  it  is  because  I  dkd  the 
greatest  part  of  m/  growing  up  in  the  'AQs 
that  I  have  a  natural  tendency  to  distrust 
authority.  Although  i  believe  nnore  of  what  I 
hear  on  KPFT  than  from  other  sources,  I  have 
found  it  wise  to  never  swalfow  anything 
without  ck>se,  crltk:al  scrutiny.  Censorship 
and  what  Noam  Chomsky  and  Edward 
HerrTKin  In  f/[^f)\i1ac^uT\n^  Consent  call  "filters' 
are  blatantly  operative  in  the  InforrrKitksn 
that  we  receive.

Someone  said  "Wonnan  Is  Blues'.  It  coutd 
hove  been  John  Lee  Hooker  or  maybe 
Lightnin'  Hopklrns  - 1  think  it  was  Adam 
and  If  if  s  true,  then  women  bcNe 
earned  a  place  of  honor  in  the  musk; 
which  many  feel  they  hove  inspired:  the 
blues. 

From  the  anonymous  slave  woman  who 
crooned  lultables  to  the  babies  she  bore 
and  reared,  and  stomped  out  rythym 
while  working  in  the  fields  to  the  shore 
cropper  daughters  of  the  Dixie  Delta, 
they  trad  tt>e  music  in  common. 
Women  carried  on  the  tradition  by 
singing  at  the  great  "Sporting  Houses' 
from  New  Orleans  to  'St.  Louie',  picking 
up  tunes  from  ttie  'Saloon  Singers'  during 
Prohibition,  Their  bawdy  lyrics  appalled 
some  of  their  audience  and  delighted 
others. 

Then  came  Billie  Holiday  and  the  band 
singers  of  "Cafe  Society'.  It's  well  known 
that  Ms.  Holiday's  life  often  reflected 
the  dark  lyrics  stie  sang.  Modem  day 
blues  artish  carry  on  the  tradition: 
women  who  belt  out  the  blues  in  that 
incredible  marriage  of  pain  and  pleas- 
ure, infused  with  spirituality.

USTENER  COMMENTARY:'FRESH  AIR"  &  THE  WAR 
By  A.  Eric  Ferrante 

I  wbh  to  Include,  along  with  the  first  Installment  of  my 
pledge,  some  of  m/  thoughts  regarding  your  programming. 
I  have  been  a  supporter  of  KPR  In  the  past  and  Intend  to 
continue  rry  support  in  the  future.  On  the  whole,  KPFT  does 
an  excellent  job  of  attempting  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
a  dK/erse  constituency.  There  are,  however,  certain  aspects 
of  your  progrannming  with  which  I  am  becoming  con- 
cerned, 

I  am  referring  In  particular  to  the  program  'Fresh  Air" 
broadcast  weekday  afternoons.  In  the  past,  I  had  often 
found  m/seif  tuning  Into  the  program,  not  because  I  had 
any  particular  affinity  for  It,  but  because  it  was  radio  'prime 
time".  My  cursory  opinion  of  the  show  was  rtonpartisan. 
While  it  occasbnally  featured  interesting  guests  and  stories, 
it  seemed  to  end  up  homogenizing  Its  subjects.  That  in  Itself 
was  no  cause  for  concern,  after  all,  the  show  had  given 
exposure  to  artists  like  l?obert  Attmann,  who  have  been 
short  change  by  the  other  media. 
My  feelings  about  the  show  changed  decidedly  after  Its 
broadcast  on  January  31 .  The  feature  story  was  an  Inten^ew 
wilh  war  histortan  Sir  Michael  Howard.  The  theme  of  the 
Interview  echoed  the  theme  of  the  bool<  which  Sir  Howard 
hod  recently  had  published.  I.e.  the  Idea  that  *  war, 
however  horrible.  Is  sometimes  necessary.'  It  was  undoubt- 
edly a  timely  subject  In  light  of  the  dread  conflict  the 
country  Is  currentV  engaged  In.  I  think  the  show  stopped  Just 
short  of  Identifying  the  Perstan  Gulf  War  as  falling  into  the 
category  of  'sometimes  necessary'.buttheimpllcatbn  was 
obvksus.  Sir  Howard  even  went  so  far  as  to  make  the 
e)ctraordinary  statement  that,  The  Amerkxin  government 
has  a  completely  clear  conscience  and  cleon  hands.'  This 
absurd  prockamation  was  categorically  refuted  barely  two 
hours  earlier  over  your  station  by  Noam  Chomsky  In  his 
lecture  on  the  Persian  Gulf  Crisis.  Sir  Howard  had  also  said 
that  control  of  the  regfon's  oil  resources  were  'a  matter  of 
sun/lval  for  the  industrialized  world"  and  that  nx>ves  to  gain 
control  of  them  Arab  forces  (whatever  their  intention)  was 
'a  threat  to  the  stability  of  the  worid  economy'  These 
statements  that  Western  notbns  are  automatteally  entitled 
to  resources  whteh  befong  to  Arab  people,  what  Chomsky 
had  kJentified  as  "Axkjm  One'  on  International  affairs. 

It  may  be  argued  that  Sir  Howard  was  voting  only  his 
pereonal  opinion  and  expressing  his  right  to  free  speech  and 
open  debate.  It  con  also  be  sakj  that  KPR  had  committed 
Itself  to  presenting  both  sides  of  the  Issue  and  had  in  fact, 
done  so  by  its  broadcast  of  the  Chomsky  lecture  eariier  in 
the  afternoon.  This  is  all  true  and  fair  enough.  What  I  wish  to 
take  Issue  with  is  the  uncritical  attitude  adopted  by  host 
TerryGross.  AllofSIr  Howards  statements  were  accepted 
Without  questton  or  exceptton  by  Ms.  Gross  who  even  went 
so  far  OS  to  odd  the  charge  that  Iraq  had  compounded  Its 
crimes  by  feigning  surrender  in  a  kind  skirmish,  something 
even  the  (apparently)  pro-war  Sir  Howard  dismissed  out  of 
harKJ.  At  the  very  least  this  indicates  sbppy  Journalism.  At 
worst.  It  indkxites  a  rather  insWbus  form  of  propaganda 
because  of  Its  apparent  gulielessness  and  M.s  Gross' 
Ingrattating  radb  persona. 

The  bea  of  a  'good'  war  and/or  a  "necessary*  war  Is  hardly 
new.  Every  warring  nation  tells  Itself  and  Its  people  that  It 
wages  war  for  the  right  reasons.  Even  responsibte  Journalists 
such  as  Studs  Turkei  have  been  captivated  by  this  kjea.  Mr. 
Turicel,  of  course,  wrote  a  bestselling  book  under  that  theme 
and  title.  And  there  is  a  deliberate  effort  undenA/ay  to  by 
the  basis  for  an  analogy  between  a  'good"  war  of  the  past, 
WW  II,  and  our  current  war,  both  in  the  natbnal  media  and 
on  the  "Fresh  Air*  broadcast  of  January  3 1 . 

I  subfT^  to  you  that  'Fresh  Air  falls  under  what  Chonnsky 
categorized  as  the  institutional  forces  of  vblence  and  the 
cultural  factors  that  deferb  it  and  support  tt.'  It  becomes 
tragb  when  one  consbers  the  interview  with  Col.  David 
Hackworth,  the  same  day.  sandwbhed  in  between  the  two 
shows,  in  whbh  he  discusses  the  deep  economb  problems 
our  country  Is  facing  because  of  its  Inability  to  bring  about 
converston  from  a  system  based  on  mllftary  productbn.  a 
system  that  the  program,  conscbusly  or  rtot  is  apparently 
supporting. 

One  informotbnai  program  you  carry  that  exhibits  a 
retatively  high  standard  of  Journalism  Is  the  BBC  worb 
sen/be.  However,  because  they  are  owned  by  the  British 
government  and  practice  censorship  as  a  matter  of 
editorial  polby,  I  don't  think  it  is  unreasonable  to  assume 
that  this  fact  affects  the  news  we  hear. 
In  cbsing.  I  must  say  that  this  one  listener  who  believes  there 
is  no  such  thing  as  a  good  wor  or  a  necessary  war.  I  know  of 
no  war  that  ever  frt  that  description  once  the  facts  of  history 
are  brought  to  light,  tt  seerrs  clear  the  majority  of  American 
and  British  people  disagree  with  nne,  but  tt  Is  also  clear  that 
the  majority  of  KPFT  listeners  do  not.

As  I  write  this,  thiere  is  still  great  uncertainty  in  ttie  Persian  Gulf  Crisis,  thiis  is  ttie  first  day  that  we  will 
remember  that,  for  a  moment.  It  seemed  the  war  would  have  a  quick  end  after  ail.  That  hope, 
seems  to  have  dissolved  by  the  end  of  morning  drive  time  programming.  This  is  truly  a  war  for  the 
manipulation  of  the  media.  Both  sides  are  doing  that  very  well. 

tt  seems  almost  tasteless  to  suggest  it,  but  we  hope  that  you  have  valued  our  coverage  of  the  war  sc 
far  and  will  continue  to  do  so.  We  have  strived  to  bring  you  another  point  of  view  than  the  all-day 
pep  rallies  for  war  that  we  have  seen  and  heard  on  so  many  other  statioris.  And,  we  hove  paid  a 
certain  price  for  that.  There  are  those  In  our  community  who  would  rather  have  Pocifica  silenced 
than  exercising  the  fundamental  right  to  open  discussion,  We  know  this  exists  because  the  news 
department  gets  several  calls  a  day  that  suggest  it  is  "anti-American"  to  want  peace;  that  'support- 
ing our  troops'  is  something  other  than  wanting  each  and  every  one  home  safely  at  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity. 

What  keeps  us  going  is  the  thousands  of  you  that  have  responded  so  positively  to  our  appeals  for 
those  precious  memberships  that  keep  it  all  on  the  air.  It  was  very  reassuring  to  see  how  many  of  you 
pledged  during  our  coverage  of  the  massive  peace  demor\stations  in  Washington  D.C.  and  in  San 
Francisco.  It  reminded  us  that,  despite  the  periodic  listener  letter  that  suggests  that  KPFT  is  nothing 
more  than  a  gang  of  radical  outcasts,  (out  of  touch  with  how  anyone  thinks  other  than  how  we 
think),  that  there  are  many  people  who  think  peace  is  the  answer.  You  see,  at  those  moments,  we 
realize  that  we  are  not  alone  in  our  aspirations  for  peace  and  international  understanding. 

The  war  also  caused  an  immediate  programming  change  that  we  were  considering  for  later,  We 
now  have  the  KPFT  Evening  News  from  4  -  7  p.m.,  from  Monday  -  Friday.  Paclfica  News  and  public 
affairs  features  are  on  from  4  -  5  p.m.  At  5  p.m..  we  bring  to  you  a  full  hour  of  news  and  analysis  from 
the  BBC.  Between  6  and  7  p.m.,  we  bring  to  you  panels,  speeches.  Interviews  and  documentaries  to 
explore  Issues  in  greater  depth. 

Obviously,  our  pre-occupation  at  present  Is  the  war.  Soon  we  hope  to  use  the  time  to  explore  all  of 
the  issues  upstaged  by  the  current  administration's  war:  the  Savings  &  Loan  crisis,  our  environment, 
the  recession  and  living  in  a  complicated  and  uncertain  worid.  Your  response  to  this  has  also  been 
very  gratifying.  Keep  listening  as  we  do  our  best  to  keep  up  with  the  ever-changing  world  events.
